The first' court-mnrtial Iield (lursuanti! to the 
Naval Discipline Act of lust year took place on 
board the Hibernla, at Malta, on tlic 23d ult., and 
jus'itles, to a ureal extent, the objection wlilch 
many olfincrs start< d to the new bill — namely, thiit 
courts-martial would be m;ide miicli loo cominon 
by it. The case selected foj a brf;innii)K appears 
to our juduMilcnt a very frivolDus one, and the sen- 
tence passed is not of a character to eiiconr 'ne 
naval coinnianders to resort to de.-^iierate ruim die« 
in tlie hope of Baviriff their ships. The I.upwinj,' 
a long, low, badly-built dispaich vessel, enrryinn 
two heavy pivoi f;un.s, each weighing nearly tive 
tons, in addition to two broadsideguiis, was return- 
ing from the coast of Syria and a ruund'of visits 
to the Greek Islands, to Malta, when she encoun- 
tered a heavy.gile in the Doro pas»,ige. The ttale 
caujjht her bi'tierJb^oaSside'; the screw was over- 
powered, ah'd the ' vessel could not '>» broutrht 
head to wind. She remained a log on the >.aie:r 
nearly on her beam ends, with preen seas v.-a-hiiiK- 
over her. The commander's choice lay between 
getting rid of the two heavy (iiiti;i, and ciiltini; 
sway the taunt masts with which she is ri^Kt'd 
Something was needful to be done iiroinpilv, and 
the coniinander determined on ninkin^ ajetson of 
the p'vot /,'uns. The ship rea-hed Malta minus a 
qiiurter-boat, which had been waahi tl away, davits 
and all, and her two heavy gnus. The lads were 
duly reported, an inquiry iiibtitnleil, iint nf whicti 
upon the order of the coniinander-ln-chief, sprung 
the court-martial. After a patient iiivestij;aiion, 
and an endeavor to extract the truth from mucli 
conflic ing evidence, the charges were declared 
'•partly proved" — a ^nrtof half-and-half convic- 
tion, which would be tolerated in no other court 
than a eourt-tnarlial, and Uomm.iiider O'lleilly 
was sentenced, "in consequence of the (ireat zeal 
and abili'V evinced on the tryinn (lecasinn, and 
being all day and ni>{ht u|,on ileck," which resiu t 
•ed in savinij the ship and her crew, "to be only 
ejfprimnnded I" Was such a jumble ever heard of 
•before? \Ve have no doubt that the e.\ pericnoed 
Arctic voyager. Sir Leopold M'Clintock, who was 
one of the members, as well .is every oilier deserv- 
ing the name of sailor, would, under the same 
cireiiimstances, have dune precisely that for which 
they reprimanded the prisoner. The loss of two 
guns and a few .shot was, one wonld have thought, 
a trival matter w hen a hundred brave fellows were 
imperilled ; but as it would have been inconsistent 
with the wisdum which ordered Ljtbe40ijir.t to acquit 
the prisoner entirely, a reprimand wag ordered. 
We hare not the pleasure of jCOtnttttnderU'Keilly's
